The outlook for the coming year, 
barring international complications, 
would seem to be a generally pleasant 
one. 


Perhaps the single group of citizens 
most affected by the legislature was 
the car owner. What was actually a 
tax adjustment meant that the one 
cent tax on purple gas was dropped, 
while the ordinary gas took a rise of 
one cent a gallon, to ten cents a gallon. 


However, the car driver received 
some compensation in the form of re 
duced license costs. So while persons 
who drive a good deal will actually 
pay a higher tax, because of the high 
ed cost of gasoline, the average motor- 
ist will probably receive a slight bene 
fit. 


And car owners also have something 
else to look forward to, for the govern- 
ment announced it would start a pro- 
gram of driver's license tests for new 
drivers and for drivers involved in 
accidents. Further, an annual mech- 
anical inspection of cars will be de- 
manded. Details of these programs 
Were not outlined, 


Of the gas tax money forty per cent 
will be set aside for municipal assis- 
tance. From this fund grants will be 
paid direct to municipalities and also 
additional sums will be provided if the 
municipalities cut their tax rate. 
There was opposition argument about 
the plan based on the grounds. that 
districts, which most needed financial 
help, would not qualify for the condi- 
tional grant. It will take a little time 
to assess how extensive the financial 
assistance will be in each area.

Something new — and unique in 
Canada was the plan for a pro- 
vincial annuity scheme, This will be 
open to any Canadian citizen, three 
Years resident in Alberta, and it was 
announced that initial payment by the 
purchasers would be as low as ten 
dollars, Maximum annuity available 
would be $1,500 a year. Schedule of 
contributions and payments have not 
yet been released by the government. 
The idea behind the plan is to make 
it an investment for people of moder- 
ate income, giving thém a chance to 
invest in their future, The plan will 
be backed by the provincial treasury. 
One unusual feature that at any 
time the funds invested may be with- 
the owner wishes to do so.
